CONGRESS: 


Pensions: 

Many a Republican, and a few 
Democratic legislators were elected 
last November on the promise that 
Dr. Francis E. Townsend’s $200-a- 
month pension plan—to be financed 
by a 2 per cent transaction tax— 
would get a hearing. Hearing it 
got, but little else. Yet Townsend- 
ites are potent enough to cause plen- 
ty of trouble in next year’s election. 
To satisfy the pension vote, to pro- 

‘vide weapons for next year’s Demo- 

cratic campaign based on “‘humani- 
tarianism”’ and to soothe tax-eaten 
businessmen, the senate passed 
amendments to the social security 
act which, if approved by the house, 
would: 

(1) Broaden old age insurance to 
include 1,100,000 persons like seamen

and bank employees, and step up 
the starting date from 1942 to 1940. 

(2) Require states to supply $10 
per month for each pension bene- 
ficiary, the U. S. to match state 
funds 2:to 1 up to a total pension of 
$15 per month; i.e., a total monthly 
minimum of $25 for each benefi- 
ciary. 

(3) Freeze the present 1 per cent 
payroll tax against both employees 
and employers until 1943, instead of 
jumping to 1% per cent next year. 
Estimated saving to employers and 
employees: $275,000,000 annually. 

(4) Permit downward revision in 
payroll taxes to finance state unem- 
ployment insurance. Estimated an- 
nual saving to employers: $80,000 
000. 


Fly in the ointment was _that the 
plan actually boosted’ federal-state 
cost while lowering taxes, a situa- 
tion which on its face fails to add up. 
Though a new ‘“‘contingency”’ social 
security reserve of $8,000,000,000 will 
replace the old plan for an eventual 
reserve of $47,000,000,000, Michigan’s 
Sen. Arthur Vandenberg figured the 
senate had added $750,000,000 to the 
cost (spread over 15 years) without 
providing any method of paying.

ASIA: 


Exit Britain? 


One hot day in Tokyo workers at 
the British embassy heard a storm 
brewing outside. Soon a mob that 
numbered 15,000 began throwing 
stones-and denouncing ‘‘British in- 
tervention in China,’’ ‘‘British im- 
perialism in Asia’’ and ‘‘British sup- 
port of the murderer, Chiang Kai- 
shek,’’ who is Chinese generalissi- 
mo. The day before two hand gre- 
nades had been thrown into the Brit- 
ish consulate at Tsingtao. Spread- 
ing down the coast, Japan’s block- 
ade of British concessions struck 
awfully close to home when the 
crown colony of Hongkong found it- 
self threatened by food shortages as 
Nipponese vessels blocked forts at 
Changchow, Tungshan and C acan. 
All able-bodied Britons in Hongkong 
were subsequently conscripteté © 


In such a tense°atmosphere Brit- 
ish Ambassador Sir Robert Leslie 
Craigie opened his long-touted con- 
versations with Foreign Minister 
Hachiro Arita, knowing full well no 
settlement would be reached. Japs 
demand that Britain cease support- 
ing General Chiang and abandon her 
“anti-Japanese policy in China,” 
which would constitute camplete 
surrender of all her Asiatic inter- 
ests. Britain, on the other hand, in- 
sists that discussions shall deal only 
with the original conflict: over -Jap 
blockade of the British concessions 
at Tientsin. 


When the first day’s srciive ieee 
confab ended in hopeless deadlock, 
key Jap officials on the Chinese front 
issued more threatening statements 
and precipitated a few more\ inci- 
dents to’help make up the harried 
British mind. First sign of what 
may become wholesale British with- 


drawal from China came when mis- 
sionaries were shipped from Kai- 
feng, important Honan province rail- 
road city, sharp on the heels of a 
Jap-inspired ultimatum.

INTERNATIONAL: 


Neutrality 


Every congressman and senator 
wants to keep the U. S. out of war. 
But of ideas on how this shall be 
done, there are almost as many as 
there are lawmakers. Late in 1935 
congress banned shipment of arma- 
ments to warring countries in the 
first neutrality act. Early the next 
year it added a provision banning 
loans to belligerents. In 1937 came 
a third provision, banning export of 
goods to attled nations except on 
a cash-andscarry basis. The latter 
provision expired two months ago. 


This year, with war hovering over 
Europe and Asia at the probable 
expense of Friends Great Britain 
and France, President Rocasevelt 
wanted new neutrality legislation. 
His chief aim: Repeal of the arms 
embargo because it encourages self- 
sufficing aggressor nations like ‘Ger- 
many, Italy and Japan. To replace it 
he wanted the cash-and-carry pro- 
vision restored, since Britain and 
France would nominally control the 
sea during wartime and could pay

AGRICULTURE: 
More Trouble 


On July 1 the U. S. looked for- 
ward to a wheat crop of 716,655,000 
bushels, comparatively small beside 
last year’s 930,801,000 bushels and 
the 10-year (1928-37) average of 752,- 
962,000 bushels. Obviously, wheat is 
not a source of worry for Secretary 
of Agriculture Henry A. Wallace this 
year. But a job with more than its 
just quota of worries has produced 
three others to take the place of 
wheat: 

Tobacco. Last year growers voted 
to remove strict marketing contro] 
provisions of the farm law, result- 
ing in a big expansion of acreage 
this year. As of July 1 the tobacco 
forecast for this year was 1,654,622, - 
000 pounds, compared with an av- 
erage crop of 1,360,400,000 pounds. 
If estimates materialize, some ex- 
perts believe prices wil be de- 
pressed 25 per cent below last year; 
also that—under law—another ref- 
erendum must be held on tobacco 
quotas. If approved the quotas 
would not become operative until 
the 1940 crop started to market. 


Corn. Forecast now is a crop of 
around 2,570,795,000 bushels, com- 
pared with the 10-year average of 
2,309,674,000 bushels. Reasons: (1)

With a surplus of about 450,000,000 
bushels from previous seasons al- 
ready on hand, experts predict some 
governmental action will be neces- 
sary to forestall undue price de- 
pression. If marketing quotas re- 
sult, approved by two-thirds of corn- 
belt farmers, growers would be re- 
quired to store their share of the 
excess supply or pay a penalty tax 
of 10 cents a bushel. 

Cotton. With 14,350,000 bales of 
cotton hanging over his head, Sec- 
retary Wallace persuaded congress 
to give him $928,000,000 for curing 
the surplus problem. Of this, a large 
part will go to cotton, distributing 
it among U. S. relief families and 
offsetting losses in selling cotton to 
foreign buyers at cut-rate prices, 
i.e., government subsidy. But in 
New York the Cotton Exchange serv- 
ice moaned a few days ago that 
cotton exports this season may be 
the smallest in more than 50 years, 
not in spite of, but because of gov- 
ernment aid. The factors: 


“First—American cotton has been 
priced roughly at one cent a pound 
above competitive relationships with 
foreign growths that can be readily 
substituted for American cotton. 
This, in turn, being due to the fact 
that American cotton prices have 
been largely pegged by government 
loans. 

‘‘Second—For several months for- 
eign users of American cotton have 
not dared to make normal forward 
purchases of the American staple 
because they have not known to 
what extent the price of American 


_cotton abroad will be lowered by 


the prospective subsidy payments on 
exports by the U. S.’’

It won't be long now. Leaves falling from trees.

Bones of Kin Worn in Hair 

That the thigh-bones of dead rela- 
tives are worn as head ornaments 
by men of the inland tribes of Papua 
who live in the Wharton range of 
mountains, has been confirmed by 
an expedition which has returned 
to Port Moresby. The bones are 
shaped by rubbing with stones to 
form tapering pins about 15 inches 
long. They dre worn thrust through 
the thick hair above the left ear. 
The head of the pin is ornamented 
by a bunch of grasses and feathers. 
These adornments are worn only by 
the men and only for six months 
after the relative’s death.
